Chinese 
have become the mainstay of the 
Colony. Accurdirig to the records 
that have been compiled in this 
Book, there were 6,000 Chinese all 
told in 1826: und since then the 
number hag increased from year 
to year until on February 6, 1919, 
‘out of a total population of 300,000, 
no less than 200,000 were Chinese, 
the majority of them Straits-born, 
known as “Babas” and -British 
subjects. Sy er oS 

In the carly days the’ life of the 
Chinese settlers reads somewhat 
like the great pioneer .movement, 
what is called the winning of the 
West, inthe United States, In the 
American Continent, the settlers 
had to consider the problem of 
pushing back the hostile Indians 
and absorbing the Frenchmen-and- 
Spaniards, while in Singapore, the 
Chinese settlers had/to confront 
ravages from tigers, which were 
frequently referred to inthe 
columns of the Free Press. It is 
said that in one instance, “a 
plantation which had cost the 
owner $300 was’ sold for $25 
in consequence of the fact that the 
ravages from tigers. had been so 
great there that the plantation had 
acquited:a-bad reputation and no 
labourers could be induced to live 
upon it. The government reward 
of $50 for every tiger brought to 
the police station, whether alive or 
dead, was increased to $100 and 
later to $150." Like the American 
frontiersmen again, the Chinese 
settlers had to conquer natute and 
make homes for-themselves apd 
their’ families—trusting much to 
theirown resources. 

So much: credit is due to the 
Chinese in the development of the 
Colony that “in less than 30years, 
four small Malay’ States, jungle- 
covered, pathless, unknown, have 
been turned into flourishing 
communities, with a total revenue 
of over £2,000,000' sterling per 
annum,a trade of £10,000,000 sterl- 
ing per annum, 350 miles of ex- 
cellent railway, thousands of miles
